For the past 40 years, engineer Paul Moller

off the ground yet, but Paul made nearly 200 flights 
in an earlier model. He says it was like flying around 
on a magic carpet. 


Surf the Highway

regular highway, the Ford 24.7 Coupe is for you. The car is totally 
wired: You hop in the driver’s seat and say “Start.” The car recognizes 
your voice, starts up, and within seconds the stereo is playing your 
favorite song. You can also check your e-mail and access satellite navi- 
gation technology. And if that gets boring, you can always just drive. 


My Other Car Is a Boat 


This car raises the question, Can you get a speeding ticket in a lake? The water- 
tight Renault Racoon is both a car and a boat. It was named the Racoon because, 
like the furry mammal, it is good at climbing on land and can go in the water.

Jeremy gave the car 
rugged wheels and submarine-like 
windows so it could handle a ride 
through the Amazon jungle. This photo 
shows a three-foot-long fiberglass 
model of the SUV. 


That’s Sun Car 


This flashy car, called the Solar Phantom V, gets its “juice” from 
the sun. Created by students at the Rose-Hulman Institute of 
Technology in Terre Haute, Indiana, the ‘sleek roadster is 
covered with more than 700 silicon panels that transform 
sunlight into electricity. On cloudy days, the Solar Phantom can 
still hit the road, thanks to special batteries that store solar power. 


Suspension of Disbelief 


Designed to tackle terrain that would make today’s cars tip over, 
Toyota’s Moguls is like a cross between a mountain goat and a car. 
The Moguls’ suspension is adjustable on all four corners, so the car 
stays level—even when driving on steep slopes. Each wheel can also 
lift up independently to “step” over stumps and bumps in the road. 


Green Machine 


Someday, instead of driving a gas-guzzling SUV to the supermarket, you 

may be making short trips in an ultracompact electric car such as the Nissan 
Hypermini. The tiny two-person vehicle gets its energy from a special battery. 
When fully charged, the toylike car can travel for 70 miles at a top speed of 62 
miles per hour. Made partly from recycled materials, including plastic bottles 
and scrapped cars, the Hypermini is already being sold in Japan.

Now he 
has created The Sims, a game in which players create families. Other games in the series have included 
Sim Theme Park, SimFarm, SimTower, and SimAnt. Elisa Zuritsky simply asked Will some questions. 


NICKELODEON MAGAZINE: Since there 
were no home computer games when you 
were a kid, what did you do for fun? 

WILL WRIGHT: My friends and I used to 
play these board games about historic 

battles. They had huge, fifty-page rule 

books. It took six or eight hours to play. When 
I got my first computer, the most amazing thing 
to me was that the game played instantaneously. It 
was So magical that the computer could take over all 
the drudgery in a game. 


How long did it take to create The Sims? 

I worked on it on and off for about four years. At 
various points we probably had fifty people who came 
in and worked for a short time on things like testing, 
music, sound effects, actors’ voices, and art. 


Can you create the perfect family with The Sims? 
The important point of the game is that we didn’t 
decide what the best [family] is. It’s up to the player 
to create the story. Some players want the richest 
people possible. Others want to have the best 
friendships. Others want the biggest family. So we 
force people to figure out their goals and let them 
pursue them. 


* My goal? 
The most treats. 


Do you have any advice for kids who play 
The Sims a lot? 
Games like this can change the way you 
see your world. We’re exaggerating real life 
in The Sims. So think about how you spend 
your time in real life and how that affects 
your happiness. 


Why did you include so much shopping in the game? 
If you play the game long enough, you realize that all 
the things you buy suck up valuable time, because they 
have built-in failures: They can catch on fire, break 
down, get dirty. If you’ve got fifty or a hundred things 
in your house, pretty soon something is breaking or 
going bad every single day. That’s something I see in 
my life, and I’m trying to get it in the game. 


Do you ever wish you could control your real 
family the way a player controls the Sims? 
[Laughs] No, that doesn’t sound too enjoyable to me. 
Real people are so delightfully unpredictable. If you 
remove that, the universe becomes a dead place.

NICKELODEON MAGAZINE: What does the 
X-Force do? 

CHRISTOPHER ROULAND: We identify ways 
that hackers break into computer systems. We 

also develop technologies and software that protect 
people and businesses from hackers. 


What kinds of things do hackers do? 

They target companies’ computers to put them 

out of business. They steal credit card numbers. 
They deface websites in order to deliver a message 
or a political statement. And if hackers don’t like 
someone they’re chatting with in an Internet chat 
room, they can crash that person’s computer or 
infect it with a virus. 


How do you keep up with them? 

Since what they’re doing is illegal, they’re in a 
hurry to finish and they typically leave a trail of 
crumbs behind. Also, hackers like to brag about 
what they do. We go into their chat rooms, talk to 
them anonymously, and try to get information 
about how they’re launching attacks and what 
they’re planning to attack. 


Do you arrest them? 
No. We’re not law enforcement. 


Not all hackers are criminals. Aren’t some just 
mischievous kids? 


Yes. They’re like vandals—what they do is like throw- 


ing eggs at a house. But it’s definitely damaging and 


expensive behavior, even if it’s not with that intent.
